London, Jan. 23.—Scotland 
Yard, London's ‘police head. 
quarters, is fitting all its motor- 
cycles ns well ‘as its cara with 
two-wny radios to help its 
famous “flying squads” in tKeir 
campaign against modern crimi- 
nals, 

‘At. the same time they want to 
recruit another 5,000 enerpetlc 
youn men in the city’s police ranks. 

With nearly 1,000 cars and motor- 
cycles now in operation, the Lon- 
don police Increased thelr mechani- 
sation by 30 percent in 1048, and 
plans cull for a further accelera- 
tlon In communications to keep pace 
with postwar methods. 

To match this, the pollee chiefs 
scck to raise the present manpower 
from about 15,500 to # minimum 
required force of some 20,000, 
which was the establishment before 
the war,

aluminium might get into the 
food or that certain food ‘acids 
might combine with it to form 
“poisons.” 7 

Nelther of these ideas is truc, 
though. when aluninium ware was 
first Introduced into the kitchens 
of the country there was some trouble 
with It due {to Inferior quality 
ond too light a gauge. Furthermore, 
the proper materials were not al- 
ways used In its cleaning. 


Soap and Water ‘ 

To avold corroding, aluminium 
should be cleaned with soap and 
water only. Some type of steel wool 
may be employed, if necessary. 
Copper wool should not be used bit 


clenning these pans because the sur- . 


face of the pan will be contaminated 
with the copper; neither should 
washing soda be employed. 

If the, materia! used for cleaning 
ig too course, the surface of the pan 
is roughened and the metal then 
becomes more difficult to clenn. 
Furthermore, ' the protective film 
which naturglly forms over alumi« 
nium by contact with the air is 
broken down when it is rubbed with 
coarse substances. 


Aluminium vessels should be Icept 

dry when not in use, Now and then 
a‘black stain may form _ on the 
aluminium pots and pans, Thls may 
be due to impurities present, such 
us fron, The formntion is harmless 
but can be removed by boiling the 
pan in water which has been made 
slightly ncld by the addition of 
vinegar, 

Acids tend to corrode aluminium, 
and hot fruit Julees may attack. the 
metal, Sugar will prevent this ac- 
tion of the acids, so that the alumi- 
nium pins may be used quite satise 
factorily for making Jams or jellies

“Why should we suffer “what Is 
virtually—a—tax—- on—our-—capital,. 
which other gamblers incur onty in 
the form of estate duties against 
which they can ‘afford to insure? 

“Why is. property in our crea- 
tions communised after less, than 
two lifetimes, and that of slmple 
distributors made perpetual? 

“Could not the Exchequer case 
the matter alittle either by re- 
storing and oxtending the old 
average, or making the privileged 
gamblers pay their fair. share?” —
